The Senate by 
unanimous vote passed the Cuthbert- 
son bill as amended,'- which takes 
liqucr violations out of the mandatory 
life sentence class, but-does put even 
more teeth in other ways into liquor 
laws. Whethcr the House will con- 
cur in the Senate amendments to the 

_ pill is an open question, as the bill 
when it left the House still carried 
the mandatory life sentence for boot- 
leggers, moonshiners and rum run- 
ners. : 

Lobbyists are working hard. among 

.. the members for the Harnly bill legal- 

zing the reading of the Bible in. the 
public schocls, which has been a 
matter of much controversy and of 
public hearings. 

Much interest is taken among the 
farming communities of the state in 
the McNitt potato grading bill, which 
passed the House Thursday and has 


gone to the Senate. The bill is sup-| 


ported by the farm bureau and other 
farm organizations and provides for 

‘a careful grading and labeling of 
Michigan potatoes. 

Printers will have to watch their 
step pretty carefully if a bill intro- 
duced by Rep. Fred Wade of Sauga- 
tuck goes through. This is a bill 
providing for uniform text books and 
contains a provision for printing the 
books at the state prison. We under- 
stand there are no -printers in that 
institution, so if the bill passes it will 
be up to the sheriffs and prosecuting 
attorneys to produce enough printers 
to supply the demand for this work.

‘There ts an 
opening in the top of the cylinder 
which is connected with thé nozzle by 
means of a short rubber tube. When 
the extinguisher is inverted the acid 
falls out of the bottie and, mingling 
with the soda generates carbon diox- 
ide. The pressure of this generating 
gas forces the solution mixed with the 
gas out of the nozzle and smothers 
the fire.

Representative Johnson of Green- 
ville has introduced a bill in the 
House for an increase of the gas tax 
to 5 cents. Under provisions of the 
bill a split of 20% of the tax would 
go to the counties, 10% to the cities 
and villages and 10% to the town- 
ships. Under the 8-cent tax the town- 
ships get no split, while the cities 
and villages get $2,000 per mile for 
maintenance, 

The Culver bill, providing for a tax 
on malt and malt extracts was ap- 
proved by committee of the whole in 
the House and was advanced to third 
reading. Sale for “medicinal use” is 
exempted from the tax. So the home 
brewers will have to make “medi- 
cine” instead of home brew, if the 
bi'l goes through, or pay more for 
the “makings.” 

The county home rule bill, once de- 
feated in the Senate, was lifted from 
the table Thursday and pa:sed, by a 
vote of 24 to 8 

A proposition is brewing for legis- 
lation which will give title to relicted 
lands to the owners of water front 
property. At present these lands go 
to the state when water recedes, mak- 
ing a real hardship to owners of 
water front property. 

A committee from both branches
